A: When we send a request, you must respond to the notice 
by: (1) filing your California corporate tax return, (2) providing 
information indicating you have no requirement to file, or (3) 
showing you have already filed your tax return. 

If you do not file the required return, we will assess the 
following: 

♦ Delinquent Return Penalty - If you do not file your 
entity's income tax return by the extended due date, 
we impose a penalty of 5 percent of the tax due, after 
applying any payments and credits made on or before 
the original return due date, for each month or part 

of a month the return is late.The maximum penalty 
is 25 percent. We impose the penalty from the 
original due date of the return. (Revenue and 
Taxation Code Section 19131) 

♦ Interest - Interest accrues on unpaid liabilities from the 
original due date of the return the date we receive until 
payment in full. We also charge interest on penalties. 
(Revenue and Taxation Code Section 19101) 

♦ Underpayment and Monthly Penalty - We impose a 
penalty if you do not pay the total amount due shown on 
your entity's return by the original due date. The penalty 
is 5 percent on the unpaid tax, plus 0.5 percent on the 
unpaid tax for each month or part of a month it remains 
unpaid.
